g rowths there are found stones sup- 
'am 
Mted an« deposltexlTrt 
their tissues from the siliceous and 
calcareous juices circula ting in their 
org anisms. 
Thus, in the bamboo a 
round stone is found at the joints of 
the cane called “ tabasheer.” 
Another curiosity of the sort is the 
“ eocoanut stone,” found in the endos­ 
perm of the cocoanut in J apan and 
other East India islands. 
Dr. 
Kim- 
mins describes it as a pure carbonate 
of lime. 
It is sometimes round, som e­ 
times pear-shaped, while the appear­ 
ance is tha t of a white pearl w ithout 
much luste#. 
Some of the stones are 
as la rg e as cherries and as hard as 
felspar or opal. 
They are very rare 
and are reg arded as precious stones by 
the Orientals, and charms a g a inst dis­ 
ease or evil spirits by the natives. 
Stones of this kind are sometimes 
found in the pomeg ranate and other 
Ea st India fruits. 
Apatite has also 
been discovered in the midst of teak 
wood.
